C le ve la nd , Ohio, Ju ly 8.—Monday ih* 
striking 
rolling-mill 
mob, 
having been 
snu bbed by President Chisholm, 
cf the 
Cleveland rolling-mill, and advised by the 
mayor to be orderly, 
went home to the 
Eighteenth ward and held another rna-s* 
meeting. 
It rained too hard for active i 
operations 
althou gh a 
large 
meeting 
was 
held 
and 
a 
perfect 
patrol ws- 
t®111 was organ.zed, and is now 
leinc 
carried ou t by the strikers with military 
precision t-o keep the black sheep from enter­ 
ing the mills. 
Tu esday morning a crowd ol 
yelling Poles with drawn knives was seer 
pu rsu ing a man on Proadway, near tht 
mills. 
He ou tran them, however. 
Thomas 
Bradley, watchman in one of the idle mills, 
was assau lted by the mob, beaten, au d .-eu t 
home. 
The Polish strikers boast that they 
come of a nation of born warriors, and that 
if the militia is called ou t to coerce them 
there will be bloodshed. 
An immense gathering of the strikers took 
place Wednesday morning at 9 o’cJock, and 
the su ggestion that the nail works Union 
Screw works, and shovel works shou ld be 
forced to shu t down 
was greeted with 
cheers of approval 
Many of the more con­ 
servative advised against su ch a cou rse, 
bu t the mob howled them down. 
Fayette 
I Brown, president of the Union Steel and 
Screw works, heard that the m u b was 
coming and went 
to 
police 
headqu ar­ 
ters to ask for protection. 
It was not 
granted, 
and 
he 
angrily 
denou nced 
Mayor Gardner as a coward for not protect­ 
ing the workmen of the city from the mob 
The strikers marched to the nail works at 
the corner of Case avenu e and King street. 
Here abou t 850 persons are employed, many 
of them being girls and boys. 
The mob 
entered the bu ilding, and the leaders told 
the su perintendent they wou ld allow them 
five minu tes to stop the engine and ten 
minu tes fu r all the employes to leave the 
bu ildings. 
Their demands were promptly 
complied with, and in less than the time al­ 
lowed the bu ildings were deserted and the 
fires draw n from beneath the boilers. 
Th© strikers, elated by su ccess, then made 
their way back to the Union Screw works 
arriving there ju st after the noon hou r.’ 
They fou nd the establishment prepared to 
receive them. 
The office was closed and 
every door in the bu ildings was barricaded 
the gates being tightly locked. 
The strikers 
su rrou nded the bu ildings and held a com 
ference. 
Inside the works were abou t 800 
employes, of whom 375 were boys and 
girls. 
The mob began yelling and hoot­ 
ing arou nd the bu ilding, while the women 
and 
boys inside 
leaned 
ou t 
of the 
windows and called for help to their fright­ 
ened relatives, gathered a t a respectfu l die- 
tance from the mob. 
Many of the girls 
fainted, and some ju mped from the lower 
windows and tried to escape by the rear 
gate» . 
The mob was made u p of vou ng and 
hot-headed Poles, who acted as lekders, and 
older Bohemians and Poles, who followed 
them like sheep. 
After a consu ltation the 
mob broke down the fence abou t the works, 
and with improvised bartering rams beat 
down the factory doors. 
Then, with wild 
shou ts, tbev bu rst into the bu ilding. 
President Fayette Brown is an old man 
bu t of strong physiqu e, and i.ngie-banded 
be held his own against the mob u ntil felled 
with blows rained u pon his breast and 
shou lders. 
He was borne ou t by friends at 
the risk of their lives, and sent to his home 
m a carriage. 
The shock has prostrated 
him. 
Ibe mob finally overru n the bu ild­ 
ing, and gave the ¿50 employes ten minu tes 
to get ou t 
One employe, having failed te 
pu t ou t his 
fires 
qu ickly enou gh, was 
bru tally beaten. 
As soon as the employes 
were all ou t of the bu ilding the mob dis­ 
banded. 
Thu s 300 employes in the shovel 
works, 150 in the nail works, and 250 in the 
Union steel screw works, in all of which the 
Chisholms are interested, are ou t of work. 
The blood of the owners of the variou s 
mills is now u p. 
They are holding meeting.- 
and demanding that the au thorities call ou t 
the militia and police to protect the mill 
owners and their employes. 
The mob, 
flu shed with su ccess, visited the offices of the 
daily newspapers in the afternoon and de­ 
manded that they shou ld espou se the cau se 
of the strikers. 
The variou s militia companies have de 
tailed men to gu ard the armory to prevent 
the strikers from carrying ou t threat-, to I 
captu re the 300 rifles, fou r field pieces, and 
10,000 rou nds of ammu nition stcrai there. 
The su perintendent of police has detailed 150 
regu ) 
police, and will call ou t as many spe­ 
cial policemen as may be needed to 
qu ell 
the mob. 
Bhou id m ilitary assistance be 
neoded the fire bells will tolL 
The governor 
has been notified, and will place the Fou r­ 
teenth and Sixteenth regiments Ohio na 
tional gu ards u nder order to hu rrv to Cieve- 
land in case the police and local militia are 


He assu red 'th e men th at if 
be given for the discharge 
of the sixteen u nfortu nate men, other than 
the im portant part they played in secu ring 
the removal of Su perintendent Higley a 
cou ple of weeki ago, they wou ld be imme­ 
diately reinstated.

[S cien tific A m erica n .] 
Fir wool is a textile fiber which ia Saxony 
is m anufactured out of the needles of 
the fir 
tree, the process being partly chemical aud 
partly mechanical. 
For this purpose the 
needles are gathered in spring and summer, 
when they are young aud green, old and 
withered ones being unsuitable. 
They are 
taken into barns and thrro dried iu a cur­ 
rent of air. 
When dried, they are sujected 
to a settling and fermenting process similar 
to that in use for flax. 
This softens the 
woody parts and loosens them from the 
fiber, but the complete separation is only 
obtained after lengthy boiling by steam. 
During the boiling a by-product is obta ined 
in the fchape of an oil (fir 
wood oil), which 
is gathered and sold to chemists a i a remedy 
for rheumatism a nd gout, its properties be­ 
ing similar to turpentine. 
The complete sepa ra tion of ba st a nd fiber 
is produced ex a ctly a s with fla x. 
The fiber 
is now pa ssed through a milling ma chine 
simila r to tha t in use for woolou cloth, a nd 
is then ca rded a nd spun like cotton. 
Gen­ 
era lly the ca rded fiber is m ix ed with a cer­ 
ta in proportion of cotton or wool, a nd thus 
a kind of merino y a rn is produced, which 
is worked in the hosiery fra mes into sing­ 
lets, dra wers, a nd stockings, these fa brics 
being then sold a s a nti-rheuma tics a nd a s a 
preventa tive of gout. 
When ex a mined un­ 
der the microscope the fiber a ppea rs a s a 
tube, a nd striped, a nd a s if covered by a 
fine network. 
Goods ma de with this fiber 
a re sold to a considera ble ex tent in Germa ny , 
though they a re dea rer tha n the ordina ry 
merino goods.
